Supposed Cocxterkeitkrs. — On Saturday, after 
dark, a man came to Mr. Huber's grocery, corner of 
Gray and First streets, purchased 35 cents worth of 
articles, and offered a §10 bill on the State Bank of 
Ohio in payment. Young Mr. Huber, who waited 
on him, told him it was too large a bill to change 
for 35 ctnts, but the man replied that he was com- 
pelled to have it changed, and probably agreed to 
have the discount deduced. The bill had the ap- 
pearance of a genuine one and it was changed. Mr. 
H. asked the man where he resided, and he replied 
in the immediate neighborhood. After he left, Mr. 
H. had his suspicions arou?ed and concluded to see 
where he did go. He followed him to Floyd or 
Preston street, where the man met another, evi- 
dently an acquaintance, and the two then entered 
Sweeney's coffee bouse tn Preston street. After- 
wards they came out of Sweeney's and entered a 
bouse on the north side of Jefferson street, between 
Brook and Flovd, which proved to be the residence 
of the man who had offered the bill, and who is a 
tinner employed at Wallace, Lithgow, & Co.'s. 
Subsequently Mr. Huber saw two other men go into 
the same house. He then came down town, and, 
having ascertainel that the bill was counterfeit 
procured the assistance of Officers Wm. Ray, of the 
First Ward, Shanks, and Bell to have them arrest- 
ed. These officers arrested the tinner, his friend, 
who is said to be a fishmonger just from Cincinnati, 
and a third man named Harris, whom they found 
in a grocery or coffee house on the comer of Jeffer- 
son and Brook streets, who seemed to be connected 
with the parties. There is little doubt that two of 
the men under arrest had just arrived here and that 
their object was to flood the city with 



We have seen two of the bills. They are new, 
and it requires a good judge to distingaise them 
from the genuine. The vignettes appear to be from 
a genuine plate. They are made pavable at the 
Preble County Branch, Easton, marked letter B, 
and dated in 1857. 

We omitted to state that while Mr. Huber was 
standing on the corner of Jefferson and Floyd streets, 
a man, who resides on Market street, came along 
looking for a watchman, and it appeared that a simj 
ilar bill had been passed on him. A third bill of the 
same kind was passed on a resident of Preston street. 

Mr. Huber is entitled to the thanks of the com- 
munity for his instrumentality in procuring the ar- 
rest of so dangerous a set of characters. 

P. S. W« have since feared the names of the two 
men. They are Bennett and Currier.

United States Railroads. — The average cost 
of all the railroads in the United States to the coun- 
try, in londs and stock, has been about $40,000 per 
mile, making the aggregate cost amount to the enor- 
mous total of $1,040,000,000. Of this C03t about 
500,000,000 is represented by subscribed stock, and 
on this amount the whole protit or dividend paid to 
the stockholders during the past year has not ex- 
ceeded $10,000,000, or an average of I per cent, on 
the amount of their investment. The Hartford 
Times further says that the interest on over $.145,- 
000,000 of railroad bonds has also not been paid dur- 
ing the past year, and on a considerable portion of 
this amount no more interest will ever be paid. 
This is the present position of the railroad interest 
in this country, iu the aggregate, as profit-paying 
investment to its stockholders. 



The Late Windham Settlement Tragedy.— 
We see it stated that between fifty and sixty of the 
members of the Vigilance Committee engaged in the 
tragical affair at Windham Settlement in South Car- 
olina, the painful particulars of which we published 
a week ago, have surrendered themselves for trial. 
They were sent to jail, but the number was so great 
that they could not be locked up, filling the jail from 
garret to. basement. Indictment* have been issued 
against them, charging them with the murder of 
Freeman and the Windhams. and the grand jury, 
after investigation, returned true bills against them. 
Some of the first legal talent of the district were 
engaged in their behalf. 

Sharp iMl— by the Government. — The In- 
dependence (Mo.) Messenger informs us of a sin- 
gular mode of dealing practiced by the Government 
in its contracts for supplies deliverable at Fort 
Leavenworth. Every person who sells to the Gov- 
ernment is required to pay ten per cent, in cash on 
the sale. That is, if a farmer sells to the quarter- 
master $1,000 werth of mules or beef, he (the 
farmer, not the quartermaster) is required to pay 
$100 in cash, when he receives from the officer a 
due bill for $1,100. 



«-The Sheriff of Calloway county and several 
assistants arrived here night before iast, having in 
charge L. M. Lawrence, who has been convicted to 
the penitentiary for a year on a charge of stabbing. 
About two years ago Lawrence stabbed a man, who 
defended himself by firing a pistol, but missed him. 
Lawrence fled and returned recently. His antago- 
nist was tried and acquitted.

Florida Indians.— The Montgomery Confedera- 
tion learns from Col. W. H. Garrett, agent of the 
Creek Indians, who passed through that city on 
Saturday last, that Bdly Bowlegs and bis warriors, 
about fifty or sixty in number, have all agreed to 
remove, and that Sam Jones and his party, only 
some forty in number, being the remainder of the 
tribe, will in all probability consent to emigrate also. 
This will put a terminus to the "Florida war." The 
price agieed upon is some $1000 to the chiefs, $500 
to the warriors each, and $150 to the squaws; less 
than the amount offered for their capture by the 
government. 

®-A man named John Irvine, a respectable citi- 
zen of Vanderburg county, Ind., was fou-id hunt- 
ing to a walnut tree on his farm on Thursday. His 
stepmother, with whom he had lived for many years, 
had got married, which was assigned as the cause 
for the deed. Subsequent developments led to the 
supposition that there had been foul play. The de- 
ceased had several hundred dollars the j^receeding 
evening, but ouh/ $10 were found on the body. His 
father disappeared mysteriously seventeen }ears 
ago and nothing has been heard of him since. 

«JiTA few days ago a stranger procure! of John 
D. Stillwell, a merchant of Cincinnati, a check for 
$175 on one of the banks, giving coin in exchange 
for it. The stranger said he wanted the check to 
send off in the mail. On the following day Mr. 
Stillwell learned that two of his checks for $175 
each had been paid by the bank. One of them 
turned out to be a forgery, but it required the closest 
scrutiny to detect it. The fellow had evidently 
bought.the check for the psaffOM cf forging another. 

Coalboat Sunk. — One of a pair of coalboats, 
belonging to Messrs. Hyatt & Baker, while being 
dropped down to the canal, struck an empty barge 
lying on the wharf and sunk. Capt. Lotkihart had 
the dredging boat at work yesterday where the coal- 
boat was sunk, -getting out the coal to prevent the 
obstruction of the ' channel when the river becomes 
low. 



A Mammoth Pear.— The Attains Express Com- 
pany have brought to the Patent Office a mammoth 
pear from Oregon, weighing four pounds. It was 
transported in a glass jar filled with ale hoi. The 
pear measures twenty by tighteen inches in circum- 
ference, and about nine inches in height.

XXXVrH CONGRESS— FIRST SESSION. 
Saturday's Proceedings— Concluded. 

Washington, March 27. 

House. — Mr. J. Glancy Jones, from the committee 
on ways and means, reported a bill making appro- 
priations for the expenses of collecting revenue from 
customs, and repealing all laws authorizing their 
payment on tbe Pacific coast out of the revenue be- 
fore being paid into the Treasury. 

Also, a bill modifying the act of 1857 relative to 
the safe keeping, transfer, and disbunement of the 
public revenue, so as to authorize the disbursing 
agent, with the sanction of the head of his Depart- 
ment, to hold money and pay it directly to tbe per- 
son to whom payments are due, without first deposit- 
ing the same. Passed. 

The Senate bill establishing three additional land 
districts in California was taken up. 

Mr. Shaw, of Illinois, alluded to a remark made 
bv Mr. Smith, of Virginia, that the successors of 
Col. Richardson informed him that the k*emocratic 
members from Illinois had held a conference and 
concluded that the onlv course left for Mr. Douglas 
to be re-elected to the Senate was to oppose Lecomp- 
ton. Mr. Shaw wished to say that no such conference 
had been held to his knowledge. Certainly he had 
participated in no such meeting. 

Mr. Smith, of Illinois, endorsed that statement. 

Mr. Morris, of Illinois, was confident no such con 
ference had been held or contemplated by the Dem- 
ocratic members of the delegation. He" never had 
any intimation from Mr. Douglas that he (Douglas) 
was influenced bv any such motive, nor did he be- 
lieve it a fact. He bad looked on the Lecompton 
movement as a great wrong, and violative of the 
principles of self-government, and that neither Mr. 
Douglas or his friends would or ought to be sustained 
by Illonis if they gave it their support. If Smith 
understood more than this he wofully misappre- 



an.l himself without t' 4a t gentleman's permission. 

Mr. .Morns inquired where the convereation took 
place. 

Mr. Smith repVied that it did not matter where, 
so that the ni^in f at t was stated. 

Mr. Morris, sail the conversation between him bbw! 
Mr._Sm:th in December last was in presence of his 
family, when he spoke as to whether bMM plan 
m!^ht not be devised by which the Kansas qdestion 
could be settled without serious conflict or division 
in the Democratic party, and had al-o stated that 
Mtt«M Mr. Dombm or »ny other n an who Hsoestd 
Lecompton could Iwelec'e'l to the Senate. lie rec- 
ollected further^tatintr, that, on his arrival at Wash- 
ington, ascertaining that Mr. Douglas would take 
[Hjsition against lecompton, he engaged iu conver- 
sation with Col. Richardson and Dou<;las, when he 
informed the latter that if he had made up his mind 
to oppose Lecompton he should avail himself of the 
earliest opportunity to deliver his view-; for, if he 
put off his speech to the 21st of December, when the 
vote was to be taken on Kansas, his motives would 
be impugned, and his enemies take advantage of it. 
None of the Illinois delegation took part in the con- 
versation but himself. As a warm personal and 
political friend of Mr. Douglas, what motive could 
he have for making a statement to his detrimenr? 
He doubtless said this much: That the delegation in 
Congress, not the delegates to the Cincinnati Con- 
vention, complained that Illinois had not been well 
provided for in the distribution of offices. He had 
been greatly misapprehended. 

Mr. Burnett did not pretend to give the precise 
words of the conversation with Mr. Morris, but he 
understood him to state distinctly that the Demo- 
cratic members from Illinois had a conference and 
determined that Douglas should pursue his present 
course ou Kansai; ihat this was the only means bv 
which Douglas could sustain himself at home; and 
unless he opposed L»compton defeat would be inev- 
itable, not onlv to Douglas but to his friends alwo 
In that conversation Mr. Morris also spoke as to 
whether means could be devised bv which Demo- 
crats could act harmoniously, and said Douglas did 
not intend to be crushed out by the Administration. 

Mr. Marshall (of 111.) repeated bv authoritv that 
no such conference as was alluded tb had been held. 
The statement wa« wholly untrue. 

Mr. Smith (of Va.) said it was true that the con- 
versation was held by him with Mr. Morris in pres- 
ence of his family; but he went there at Mr. Mortis' 
request to consult about an old soldier's claim, and 
the other subject came up after this was disposed 
of. Having no political secrets himself, he held it 
to be his duty to his country to trace out, by any 
proper and legitimate means, the secret motives and 
private purposes of public men, who attribute other 
reasons for their conduct 

Mr. Wright (of Ga ) said if this conversation was 
not terminated, it must of necessitv run into person- 
alities. There seemed to be a tendency to widen 
the breach. 

Mr. M;>rris said that Mr. Smith had announced 
bis settled determination to detail private conversa- 
tion when he thought public interests required it. 

Mr Smith explained. He did not say he would 
use private confidential conversati ms for" public pur- 
poses, but, without an infraction of confidence, he 
would lie at liberty to refer to tbera; for he could 
see no difference between public men atd public 
subjects. If there were traitors, could he not ex- 
pose the treason? 

Mr. Morris was glad that Mr. Smith watches over 
the interests of the country and will defend even- 
avenue to liberty to the last. What gentleman 
would desire even- private conversation with his 
fellow members or" friends to be publicly exposed? 
The conversation between him and Mr". Smith oc- 
curred in private, but had been retailed in a speech 
by the gentleman from Virginia. 

Mr. Wright saw no necessitv for any personal 
feeling. All the difficulty came from the u;e of the 
word conference. 

The House went into committee of the whole. 

Mr. Lane, the delegate from Oregon, after speak- 
ing in support of the admission of that Territory as 
a .St-U >u;o ihe Uulou, b.aiic ; eJ off upon Kansas, 
advocating Lecompton. 

Mr. Hall (of Mass.) opposed Lecompton, and in 
the course of his remarks defended the deeds and 
memory of the Pilgrim Fathers. Adjourned.

Money Foumd— $22,000 —Rumor had it on the 
streets yesterday that an old safe had been taken 
from the old office of the Treasurer of State, by per- 
mission of the proper person, for the use of a mercan- 
tile firm in this city. The safe had not been 
unlocked for a number of years, and on opening it 
for the purpose of depositing books and papers there 
were found within $22,000 in bills on the Commer- 
cial Bank of Millington, Maryland, and the Bing- 
bampton Bank, New York.

Naval Intelligence.— The N»vy Department 
is in receipt of despatches from Capt. Forrest. <r»m- 
mandant of the flig ship Sc. Liwrence, dated Mtn- 
te video, January 22, 1858. He sajf: 

The people of this country, discontented with the 
administration of the present President, took up 
arms and advanced to the very capital Fearing 
their entrance, and believing thev would not have 
force to eff-cUially resist them, the government ad- 
dressed the different forfeit agents hivinjf armed 
• ore s in t .,e Lan.oi-, s^»iiug itj iBtaOttRf «o pro'-fCt 
the lives and prcprrtj of foreiguers. anl requesting 
them to protect such interests. The landing was 
determined upou by the foreign agents, and I was 
requested to take the responsibilitv of commanding 
them, being the officer highest in" rai.k then on the 
station. A portion of the marine guard of the St. 
Lawrence is still on shore at the custom-house. Tbe 
city is barricaded; but no decisive action has taken 
place. Gen. Dias, at the head of fifteen hundred 
men commands the opposing force, and is said to 
be only a short distance from the city. The Fal- 
mouth will join me here after the 15th with the Sup- 
ply. \\e have no treaty with this countrv, and Mr.

NEWS FROM NEW MEXICO. 
[From the Santa Fe Gaxette of the 27th ult] 
Mditary Affairs— Information has l«en received 
oi the arrival of Capt. Pope, of the 1 opo • raphical 
Engineers, within the limits of this departni«nt 
Capt. Pope is in charge of the artesian well expedii 
tion, and is probably at this time in Dona Ana. The 
number of men belonging to this expedition is 215. 

Several Indian depredations have l>een committed 
recently in the vicinity of Fort Stanton. On the 
% th ult thirteen animals were run off by thieves, 
suppoeed to belong to Marco s band, Indians of 
lexas. 

About the 7tb of this month a horrible outrage was 
committed at Dona Ana by Mexicans from the Me- 
silla. It has been officially reported to the head- 
quarters of this department. It appears that some 
Mescaleros had visited the Mesilla vallev, and, ru- 
mor says, stole some animals from that vicinitv 
Their trail was taken by a party of men stvled tbe 
Mesula Guard, whose duties appear to be those of a 
vigilance committee, to watch and punish all evil 
doers. 

In following the trail, these Mexicans came to a 
camp alwut three miles bVm I),.: ia Ana, where some 
of the tnbe were living and after killing three In- 
dians, entered tbe tow .i in a ^ate of semi-intoxica- 
tion, folio viag wouiou ~nd children whi- were rl eing 
there tor protection. Eight or nine Indians, princi- 
pally women, were killed, two women wounded, and 
one child taken captive and carried to Me.silla. ' The 
Mescaleros have been in the habit for a long time of 
visiting Dona Ana, where their principal trading was 
carried on. The people of Dona Ana suv that this 
attack was wanton and dtogether unprovoked. 

Capt. R. B. Marcy, U. S A , left Santa Fe on the 
19th tor Fort Union, accompanied bv Col. St. Vrain 
He employed him to assist to take bis stock and pro- 
visions to Fort Bridger. He ha* with him a large 
numl*r of mules and horses. He expects to leave 
rort L nion about the 1st, and, if be has reasonable 
luck, to reach Bridger by the middle of April. 

It is l>elieved the armv will commence operations 
against Silt Lake Citv by the Ut of Mav, and, we 
presume, have it in possession in a short time there- 
after. It is not known what course the Mormons 
will purs-ue.

Washington, March 24, 1858. 
Mr J. Glancy Jones yesterday undertook to make 
a point for the Administration, by declaring, iu an 
interruption of a speech then in progress, that the 
Washington Uuion was not its organ, and that it had 
no organ. As a matter of course, he was laughed 
at on all sides of the house. It is perfectly well un- 
derstood here that the actual editor of the Union is 
no other person than John Applegate, Esq, Assis- 
tant Secretary of State, and that he has been so for 
months. If this is not sufficient to make it the or- 
gan of the Administration, I know not what could 
make it so. 

It is proper that I should explain more parti^ular- 
lv the reason why Senator Cameroa, of your State, 
did not vote yesterday, on the passage of the Kan- 
sas bill, as the papers will proba'dy merelv say that 
he had paired off with Senator Davis of Mississippi. 
I have only to say that it was an act of humanity 
which he was, perhaps, the onlv man in the opposi- 
tion to perform. Senator Davis, it is well known, is 
confined to his house and to a dark room by severe 
and dangerous illness. 

He would have left his confinement, in spite of his 
physicians and at the peril of his lift in order to per- 
form what he conceived to be his duty to his con- 
stituents, if he could not have found some fellow 
Senator willing to relieve him from that necessity 
by what was, under the circumstances, an act of ex- 
traordinary courtesy. Senator Cameron, I know, 
felt extremely anxious to record his vote on this 
question, but he could not resist the appeals made to 
him as a man. 

The case of Mr. Wolco*t, the imprisoned witness, 
resulted just about as I supposed it would. He was 
released by the House on Monday, in spite of the 
pitiful appeal of Mr. Stanton, by nearly a two thirds' 
vote. He gave bail at once, in the sum of one thou- 
sand dollars, to appear before our district court when- 
ever required, and immediately left for Boston. 

I said the other day that the prevailing religious 
excitement had not yet reached Capitol Hill. At 
this time it appears to have done so, for it is announ- 
ced that, at the request of a Senator, a suitable place 
is to be selected near the Capital, where members of 
Congress aad others may attend daily prayer meet- 
ing during the hour preceding the opening of the 
two Houses.

In the rossessioa of Harris were found three da- 
guerreotypes, one of a woman and another of a no- 
torious counterfeiter named Currier, who was in the 
city on Saturday, but he escaped the vigilance of 
the officers. A gentleman exhibited in court a bill, 
which purported to be *20 on the Southern Bank of 
Kentucky, but was raised from a $2 note.

The care of their own persons; a proper mode 
of feeding; attention to tbe deceucies, aud even the 
courtesies of life, are among tbe first things taught. 
The tuition, thus far, is most successful. Children 
who might otherwise be altogether repulsive, be- 
come objects of tender pity. Instead of avoiding 
them, their friends can be interested in their move- 
ments; and the exhibitions o' affection shown by 
the feeble minded to those who have them in charge 
are among the most beautifuf and touching eviden- 
ces of the power of love to humanize and elevate.

An Execution Prevented by Arresting the 
Sheriff.— The Pacific Christian Advocate, printed 
at Portland, Oregon, Feb. 6th, reports that great ex- 
citement has been caused in Pierce and Thurston 
counties, Washington Territory, by the non-execu- 
tion of the Indian chief I^e-«chi, who was convicted 
of the murder of Mr. J. B. Moses in November, 
1856, and sentenced to be banged on the 22d of Jan- 
uary, 1858. The delay between the first trial and 
the sentence was, o win* to a second trial, a writ of 
error, &c. Governor McMulleu was requested to 
respite the prisoner until the President of the Uni- 
ted States couid be heard from, but he refused. Some 
U. S. officers at Fort Steilacoom thought Leschi 
ought to be treated as a prisoner of war, because 
Mr. Moses was killed after the late Indian war broke 
out. On the day appointed for the executien, the 
sheriff was arrested on a warrant issued by the Uni 
ted States Commissioner, charging him with the 
crime of selling liquor to Indians, and, during the 
process had thereon, the period named in the death 
warrant for the execution expired, and Leschi was 
not hanged. 

Mass meetings were held in Pierce and Thurston 
counties, in which the history of the case was reci- 
ted, and resolutions were adopted, condemning the 
transactions at Steilacoom; especiallv denouncing 
Dr. Tolmie, "Colonel Casey, Lieutenant Kautz, and 
all other officers of the Unite! States army'who 
have in this affair attempted to arrest or interfere 
with the execution of the laws of the land, as en- 
tirely outside i f their line of duty, unbecoming 
public officers, and calculated to bring disgrace 
upon our armv and immeasure.;ble difficulties upon 
Our people. Therefore we do condemn, ir» the most 
unqualified terms, all m h conduct, and earnestly 
hope the officers who are guiity of it may be re- 
moved from our midst as soon as possible. * * 
That such conduct, on the part of the officers of the 
U. S. Army, exhibits a most unnatural and unrea- 
sonable sympathy for the Indian, who was known 
to have l>een engaged in the fiendish massacre of 
helpless women and children on White river, in the 
fall of 1855, and that it is considered by this com- 
munity good and sufficient cause for their immedi- 
ate removal from this Territory and dismissal from 
the Array " 

The acts of tbe Sheriff of Pierce county; J. M. 
Bachelor, the U. S. Commissioner; and Frank 
Claik, the attorney of the Indian chief, Leschi, are 
denounced as "alike dishonest, disreputable, and in- 
lanious."

A Sweet Breath. — No lady's mouth can be at- 
tractive if the teeth are unclean, covered with tar- 
tar, or carious. Many possess good teeth; but 
few take sufficient care to preserve them They 
should be well brushed, night and morning, with 
a moderately hard brush, which sheuld al>o ad 
upon the gums, as this will keep up a lirisk circula- 
tion in them, and impart firmness and health. The 
mouth should, after every meal, be carefully rinsed 
out. It is prudent to avoid drinking liquids either 
too hot or 100 cold, nor should cold water be taken 
immediately after hot soup; after taking acids, the 
mouth should be well washed and brushed, for acids 
destroy the enamel. Anexcelleat dentriice is made 
with equal parts of prepared chalk, cuttle-fish, and 
cream of tartar, reduced to impalpable powder, aud 
blended together. To sweeten the breaih, almost 
the only substance that should be admitted to the 
ladies' toilet, is the concentrated solution of chloride 
of soda — from six to ten drops of it in a wineglass- 
ful of pure water, taken immediately after the ope- 
rations of the morning. In some cases, the odor 
arising from carious teeth is combined with that cc* 
the stomach; if the mouth be well tinned with a 
teaspoonful of the solution of the chloride in a tumb- 
ler of water, the bad odor of the teeth will be re- 
moved. 



From Texas. — The Goliad Express, of the 13th 
inst. , furnishes the following intelligence: 

The grasshoppers are hatching out in millions 
from tbe eegs deposited ov the swarm which fell 
ui-vii us last November. Up the river, and aa far 
West as the Xueces, we learn they cover the prai- 
ries. So far they have confined their attacks en- 
tirely to herbs in the prairie, not troubling tbe tcrass 
or the crops. 

Several fine droves of horses have arrived from 
Mexico, meeting no accidents, and the spring trade 
has opened brisklj; about six hundred changed 
hands at from $10 to #25. Of riding ponies we 
notice an unusual number, and very fine ones, from 
$35 to $100.

Bank of Ohio rai?ed from ones to tens. Harris 
passed one on Joseph Huber, corner of Gray and 
First streets. We have already stated that Mr. Hu- 
ber followed him and the circumstances which led 
to his arrest. The friend whom Harris met after 
leaving Huber's wa3 recognised in court by young 
Huber as Bennett.

XXXVTH CONGRESS— FIRST SESSION. 
Mow lay's Proceedings. 

Washington, March 20. 

Senate — Mr. Fitzpatrxk informed t!»e Senator* 
that the Vice President had been compelled to 
the city for the South at;d moved that >be Senate 
proceed to elect a President pro tern. A ballot was 
taken, 41 votes being polled. Only 22 were neces- 
sary for a cbwice. Me. Fitzpatrick" received 2S, Mr. 
Fessenden \2, and Mr. Hamlin 1. Mr. Shdell and 
Mr. Dixon conduced Mr. Fiftpitrick to 5he chair. 
After his taking the oath of oihce, the Siiate pro- 
ceeded to business. 

Numerous memorials and private bills cf an un- 
important ch iracter were presented. 

The consideration of the Minnesota bill v.r»s then 
resumed on the muti*n to amend the section regula- 
tine the number of representatives. 

Ilou*e — \\r. Sherman, of Ohio, made an ineffec- 
tual effort to introduce a resolution providing Jbr the 
appointment of a seleot committee to report the best 
mode of taking ti e censss for I860. 

The House went into Committee of the Whole oh 
the Deficiency bill. 

Mr. Hill commenced a speech on the Kansas bill. 
He was satisfied with the legality of the I^ecompton 
constitution, its framers having discharged Otaeir 
duty with equal ability. As a Southern man, he 
never expected that Kansas would be a slave State, 
and therefore he thought the repeal of the Missouri 
compromise unwise and calculated to produce serious 
results. 

St. Louis, March 23;. 
A dispatch from Fort Leavenworth, dated on the 
2<>th, says the constitutional convention, adjourned 
from Mfnneola, met at Leavenworth on the evening 
of the 25th. Charges of ctrruption were prevaleat. 
Lane had resigned the presidency of the convention* 
The people were satisfied with the demonstration of 
the free State feeling, and prefer a president not 
identified with the extremists. It is supposed tbat 
the session of the convention will be short, and that 
the Topeka constitution will be adopted with some 
modiricatiens. Lane pledged to resign before he 
should be elected president of the convention. The 
extremists are becoming more moderate in their 
views. 

Six mountain men, from Camp Scott, have ar- 
rived. They left January 25th on foot with paclt 
mules and encountered several snow storms. Thev 
thirk the Mormons will be easily overcome by John- 
son's command if they wished. 

New York, March 29; 

Gen. Scott has issued orders, constituting a new 
military district in Nebraska, to be called the dis- 
trict of the Platte, the headquarters to be at Fort 
Laramie. The latter is to be occupied immerti ttely 
by ten companies of artillery, and two ef d-a- 
goons from Kansas. Two companies of artillery 
are al-o ordered from Kansas to Fort Riley. 

Washington, March 2fk 

A caucus of the Democratic members of the 
House was held last night, and it was fully attended 
by both Lecomptonites and anti-Lecouiptonites. A 
committee of twenty, composed of ten of each side, 
were ordered to be appointed, to report at an ad- 
journed caucus on Wednesday night next, the heat 
mode and manner of admitting Kansas into the 
Uni it under the Lecompton constitution. 

The following is the committee appointed: Messrs. 
English, Keitt, Groesbeck, Stephens, Owen, Jones, 
Craig. UockrlU, Sandridge, Deinart, Tentman, l-o- 
lev, J. Glancv Jones, Pendleton, Houston, Clark of 
New York. Boooek, Hill of Ohio, Stevenson, Mc- 
Kibben, and Corning. 

Washington, March 29. 

Col. Johnston, in his latest official dispatches says 
that the Mormon troops are orgauissd to resist the 
establishment of a territorial government by the 
United States, and in furtherance of that object 
erected wo--ks of defence in the mountain passes and 
near Salt Lake City. He does not believe that a 
spirit of conciliation towards them would now he 
properly appreciated, or rather that it would be 
wrongly interpreted in view of the treasonable tem- 
per and feeling perviding the leaders and a great 
portiou of the Mormons. He thinks neitheir the 
honor nor dignitv of the GovHrnment w ill allow the 
I slightest concession. They should be made to sub- 
mit to the Constitutional and legal demands of the 
Government unconditionally. An adjustment of 
existing difficulties on any other basis would be nu- 
gatory. Their threats to oppose the march of the 
troops in the spring will not have the slightest in- 
fluence in delaying it, and if they desire to join issue 
he believes that it is for the interest of the Govern- 
ment that they should have an opportunity. 

Washington, March 29. 

The Navy Department received dispatches from 
Lieut. Craven, dated Picsissi, Feb. 17th and 22d. 
Thev state that the expedition had returned to the 
Gulf of Darien for want of provi»ions. Considerable 
ill health had prevailed, and Surgeon O'Hara was 
left at Pississi to attend to the sick. Lieut. Craven, 
on his wav down the Atrato, met Lieut. Michlln's 
division, who were rurning the level with great 
rapiditv. Lieut C confidently expected the sur- 
vey to "be completed by the 20th of March. 

Private dispatches " from California state that 
Lieut. Ives's steamer, "The Explorer," had not been 
aground as was stated in the California papers, and 
that the exploration of the Colorado of the West 
was progressing successfully. The steamer Jesup, 
which was sunk, was not connected with the expe- 
dition. 

Bangor, Me., March 27. 
The floor of an auction store in this city broke 
through this afternoon during a sale and two hun- 
dred persons, men, women, and children, were pre- 
cipitated into the cellar. Fortunately no person 
was killed, although many received severe injuries. 

New Orleans, March 25. 

We have later advice* from the Rio Grande. Mat- 
amoras was declared a free port on the Hflfe. Vidaur- 
ri had issued a proclamation, demanding the pay- 
ment of twenty- four per cent, on all money due for 
church property. 

Tampico has not yet been attacked. 

A battle was extected near San Louis Potosi be- 
tween the adherents of Garza and Buoloaga, 

Indianapolis, March 29. 
Eight prisoners confined in the jail in this city 
effected their escape on Sunday morning about 3 
o'clock. Among them was Brooklocker and Galla- 
gher, each charged with murder, and J. B. Shears, 
the counterfeiter, who was arrested in Chicago some 
weeks since.

Nor would 
It tte out of place to make a tike application to our Mem- 
phis.

Now 
when it i* remembered what losses our various Uries have of 
late year* sustained by reason of the operring of new line* 
-around iu, dtrr it not become ue to foster any new enterprise 
that may ne likely to bring back any of the*' losses or make 
by new gaius any compensation for thein, eppeclally when 
that enterprise may be fostered with -uch an immense .-a- 
ving to all the material int-reste of the city? 

Certain in*ere*ted parties have found it t-> Uieir advan- 
tage to underrate the cap«citv of the rand. Let ns see what 
it is capable of doiu. in Uie way of tram-portiut frei^ku. 
With a single car, a tuul", and a driver, it will prop.-l four 
drav.loads fhre^ miles in 'M miuatea. By drays the same 
senlce woutd require four drays, four drivers, and eight 
mules, and an hourof time or thereabouts. The Company 
now !i:iv. completed car* enuagli to transport fully l.Ouo 
tons per day— an mnch as 2i» dra\* put to their utmost ca- 
j>acity could accomplish. And yet the attempt is made to 
pervuade the public that the road has no capacity! 

It seems to be expected by the draymen that their late 
concession of 2i per cent off their former arbitrary and 
exorbitant prices between Louisville and Portland will be 
taken by ; h puhiic a* evidence of a sincere repentance 
and a determination to do better in the future aud sin no 
more. Let hi see U there be reasonable pro mi*- of any 
auch fruit. Do they propose reduction upon their drav- 
age* in general, or is it only on those in which they have 
the railroad as a competPor* The latter, upon examina- 
tion, will be found to be the case. Under their new tariff 
of price--, for instance, they propose to haul from the jiork 
honsw to Portland, a distance of five or six miles, for M, 
the former price having been $1 25 to *1 Ml but to the city 
wharf, a distance not exceeding a mile and a haif. they 
i-tUI eharge bo cent*, their former price. Now, how do 
th-* rharges compare with the services rendered? If they 
conM stand a reduction of 3d |>er cent upon the former, 
conld they not much more eai-ilv r^tand a like reduction 
upon the latter? Then why do they not make it u|K>n the 
latu-rr The reason is obvious — in the one case they have 
things a'l their own way — in the other the railroad present* 
itw-li a* a competitor. Again, have theymade any conces- 
sion upon tin ir firmer pri.-e- for hauling to the Nashville 
Railroad d'-|>ot* None, In this case, for a distance ave- 
raeing les- tliau a mile, the charg" is 40 cents. Vet, in the 
face of this, they propose to haul f ur or five miles for 75 
cents. Now. one of two things is true — either 75 cents in 
the one case is too little, or *i cent* in the other -s too much. 
If the latter, then tiiey are unloosing upon the public; if 
the former, then tbev bad as well retire at once from the 
contest for the Portland freights, as there are tnose who 
can carry them at iaj cent« »ht ordinary drayload and a* 
cents per hogshead for tobacco, with ample profit* to theiu-
